1 . Claims 1 -20 are pending in this communication filed 02/1 3/01 . 

2. The IDS filed 06/04/01 has been considered and entered. 

Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to an article being auctioned off and bidding associated 
with the article and examinations of one or more advertisements, 
classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

Claims 10-20, drawn to a method for garnering the attention of persons 
viewing the information of the particulars of an auction, classified in class 
705, subclass 37. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP §
